You need four AA batteries to 
power the roadster, and one 9-volt 
battery for its transmitter (not 
supplied) For the best performance 
and longest life, we recommend 
RadioShack alkaline batteries. A 

IMTHE Roadster 

1. Set ON/OFF, located in front of 
the dog, to OFF. 
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d CAUTION SI 

Use only fresh batteries of the required size 
and recommended type. 

Do not mix old and new batteries, different 
types of batteries (standard, alkaline, or 
rechargeable) or rechargeable batteries of 
different capacities. 

If you do not plan to use the roadster for 
several days, remove the batteries. Batteries 
can leak chemicals that can destroy electronic 
parts. 

Do not play with your roadster in the street. 


2. Use a Phillips screwdriver to remove the battery 
compartment cover's screw from the bottom of 
the roadster, then remove the cover. 

3. Place the batteries in the compartment as 
indicated by the polarity symbols (+ and -) 
marked inside, 

4. Insert the battery compartment cover's tabs 
into the slots on the battery compartment, then 
replace the cover and secure it with the screw. 



When the roadster stops operating properly, replace the batteries. The roadster's 
battery life is about 40 minutes of continuous driving. 


I M THE Trams MITT ER 

1. Use a Phillips screwdriver to remove the battery 
compartment cover's screw, then remove the cover. 

2. Place a 9V battery in the compartment according to 
the polarity symbols (+ and -) marked inside. 

3. Insert the battery compartment cover's tabs into 
the slots on the battery compartment, then replace 
the cover and secure it with the screw. 

OPERATION 



1. Set ON/OFF to ON. d 


2. Hold down t" to move forward. 

3. Release t' to stop. 
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HINT 

Running your roadster continuously for long 
periods generates high heat levels. Heat 
causes wear and tear on the motor. To help 
keep heat levels down, when your roadster's 
battery power dies, let the roadster cool at 
least 10 minutes before installing new 
batteries. 

If the roadster's motor runs but the 
roadster does not respond to the 
transmitter, move it closer to the roadster 
and try again. The control distance is about 
40 feet. 

If someone uses a CB nearby, it might 
interfere with control of the roadster. If 
this happens, move the roadster away from 
the CB. 

You cannot operate your roadster near 
devices that use the same frequency (27 
MHz). 


4. Hold down O to circle backward. 

5. When you finish driving the roadster, set ON/OFF to OFF. ^ 

THE FCC WAhtrs YOOTO KNOW 

Your roadster might cause TV or radio interference even when it is operating 
properly. To determine whether your roadster is causing the interference, turn off 
your roadster. If the interference goes away, your roadster is causing it. Try to 
eliminate the interference by. 

• moving your roadster away from the receiver 

• contacting your local RadioShack store for help 

If you cannot eliminate the interference, the FCC requires that you stop using your 
roadster.

do not drop it. Keep the roadster away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp 
cloth occasionally to keep it looking new. 
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If your roadster is not performing as it should, take it to your local RadioShack store for 
assistance. Modifying or tampering with the roadster's internal components can cause a 
malfunction and might invalidate its warranty and void your FCC authorization to operate 
it.
